daily portion a few centuries ago.’ 
According 
to 
history. 
Roman 
pewter was the oldest known, and 
has been disinterred in England in 
m any places, 
being 
buried 
for 
years follow ing the Roman occu­ 
pation. 
But the 
English 
people 
continued using wooden bowls and 
dishes for many centuries more, 
and even in the day of the Pilgrim 
Fathers pewter was considered a 
luxnry, used as the people were to 
the use of the wooden trencher. 
Just before the revolution, pew ­ 
ter becam e popular and bogan to 
take the place of silver dishes, ex­ 
cept for the very wealthy. 
And 
revolutionary lore m akes frequent 
m ention of this alloy, the w ill of 
Governor Bradford 
of 
M assachu­ 
setts containing the 
clause 
be­ 
queathing to his heirs “fourteen 
pewter dishes, 
thirteen 
platters, 
three large plates and three sm all 
ones, one pewter candle stick and 
one pewter bottle.”

Value Shotes Losses 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, 
Sept. 27.— 
Compilation of the final returns 
from the 
mineral 
producers of 
California for 1922 by the statisti­ 
cal division of the state mining bu­ 
reau, under the direction of Lloyd 
L. Root, state mineralogist, shows 
the total value for the year to have 
been $245,183,826. 
This represents 
a decrease of $22,973,646 from the 
1921 total of $268,167,472. 
There 
were fifty-three different 
mineral 
substances, exclusive of a segrega­ 
tion of the various stones grouped 
under gems; and all of the fifty- 
eight counties of the state contrib­ 
uted to the list. 
The salient features of 1922 com­ 
pared with the 
preceding 
year, 
were: 
The continued increase in petro­ 
leum yield, although of lower prices 
per barrel; increases 
In 
copper, 
lead, natural gas, brick and tile, I 
and crushed rock; and decreases in ’ 
gold, silver, cement, and petroleum 
values. 
The net result was a de­ 
crease In the grand total of all 
groups of nearly $23,000,000. 
Pe­ 
troleum accounted for a decrease 
of $29,756,960 in total 
value, al­ 
though there was an increase in 
quality of approximately 26,000,000 
barrels.

Business men became alarmed, declaring that if 
the situation continued, every branch of finance, com­ 
merce and industry would be very seriously affected, 
and there would soon be an epidemic of unemploy­ 
ment. 
The stores found great and increasing difficulty in 
disposing of their goods. 
Even regular patrons, it de­ 
veloped, had become accustomed to depending on 
the daily announcements in the papers. 
Stores given 
largely to special sales were hit the hardest. 
They 
tried to carry on by flooding the city with handbills, 
but found that that kind of advertising had very little 
pulling power. 
Wall Street found that it could not 
do business as usual without financial advertising. 
Consumers, no Jess than producers and distributors 
felt the handicap and suffered from the absence of 
the customary ads. 
Advertising, they insisted, is 
news, and they wanted it. 
The conclusion reached by the head of one of the 
big department stores seems inescapable: 
“News­ 
paper advertising is not only necessary, but is the 
most valuable advertising in the world.”
